'dicated gain of some 3,200 shire the last issue of the direc- 
tory came from the press a year ago. These figures are 
based upon the directory's careful house-to-house canvass 
in the residence districts and its check upon returns from 
that source by an equally careful census of stores, offices, 


" shops and factories where men and women are employed. 


Every possible effort lias been made to secure an accurate 
count, and the multiple of 2 used to arrive at the total is so 
extremely conservative as to warrant the acceptance of 
the figures as correct. 


That Fort Wayne is growing handsomely is patent to 


all who are at all in touch with local affairs. 
A'rgumeut 


along that line is unnecessary, hut it is gratifying to have 
at hand more or less definite figures by which to measure 
the advance that everyone realizes is being made. Thev 
express concretely the never-ending demand for more 


. residences and additional business houses that, work as 


they will, the builders and investors are not able to ade- 
quately supply. Within the past few weeks it has been 
necessary for several large employers of labor to provide 
' dormitory and dining facilities for the influx of the work- 
ing population brought here to augment the already pre- 
tentious industrial army in Fort Wayne. 


But the directory figures, gratifying as they are, do 


not completely measure the growth of Fort- Wayne-, save 
by plain and logical inference. They cannot give one a do-

Golden Text, 


Amos f>:l-i: 
Week good, and not evil, 


that ye may live. 
Amos was one of the minor prophets. 


They were twelve in numlicr, nnd cnlK'd 
minor because raoir manuscripts were 
small as compared 
witli 
E/.ekiel's or 


Isaiah's. The designation implies no in- 
feriority either in origin or worth.- Peter 
nt pentccost found his text in Joel. Ste- 
phen quoted from Amos before the coun- 
cil, and .Tames bar.ecl his decision at the 
first Christian assembly upon the au- 
thority of the same prophet), God never 
calls a small man to tio a great tiling. 
Amos was the peer of ti:oso who had 
server! in the prophetic ollice nnd did a 
work of equal importance. 


To know nueh a man one must have 


knowledge of when he wrote and vvluni 
he lived. Tile prophets had their own in- 
dividuality. 
Their surroundings shaped 


and colored all they/did. 
Arnob was ;i 


peasant. His time was divided between 
caring for sl.eep and gathering sycamore 
fruit or wild figs. The gathering of this 
fruit would suggest that Amos tended 
herds not his own, for sycamore fruit 
wan eaten only by the poorest of the 
people. 
It must hp. punctured before it 


would ripen, and thn 
puncturing was 


possibly the prophet's occupation. That 
he was country bred is evident from his 
writings. It is said that of all the proph- 
ets ho most excels in the rough, rug- 
ged poetry of nature. And yet this man 
was no rustic. 
Thouah 
he disclaims 


knowledge of culture, with the exception 
of Isaiah no writer ever climbed to great- 
er heights or possessed a keener appre- 
ciation of the wprld about, him. 


To Prophet, Judah and Israel Are 


Branches of Same Tree. 


But to know Amos one must read him 


entire. 
This lesson by itself will fail 


even to suggest him. He lived at Tekoa. 
a place not far from Jerusalem in the 
south kingdom of Judah. Just north was 
the. kingdom of Israel with its ecclesi- 
astical center at Bethel. 
This kingdom 


under its present rular had 
achieved 


great success, much of its old territory 
had been regained nnd a restoration to 
its former power seemed not far away. 
To th« prophet thn line of separation 
between the rival kingdoms was purely 
political. 
They were two branches of 


* the name tree and his heart went out 


to each alike. 
But the people at the 


north needed him he more. The inhab- 
itants, drunk with success, had forgotten 
God iind were living lives of indulgence, 
and sin. The'country was typical of one 
who, 
blinded by 'he god of this world, 


is' being driven on to iiis death. 
The 


prophet felt impelled to leave the quiet 
of liis upland country and with torch in 
hand go up and down the streets of 
1'ethel crying, "Hear this word tliat 
Jeho?ah 
hatii 
spoken against you, O 


children of Israel.'' 
It \vas Jonnli at 


Nineveh, -lohn the liaptist in the desert. 


The people listened, ns they always do 


to the unusual. Some no doubt thought 
Amos insane-—a wild rh::psouist, whose 
brain had been touched by an cvil'spirit. 
jSut his message was no harangue, in- 
tended to excite without a purpose. 
It 


was as logical as a written sermon. The 
introduction to his address lies in the 
(irst chapters. 
He begins with Damas- 


cus, then follow the sins of the kingdoms 
bordering upon Israel. 
These were the 


approaches that led en to his mission. 
Israel, Forgetful of Benefits, Follows the 


Way of Strange Gods. 


So long as the storm hung around 


their borders the people gave little heed. 
But Israel must not escape. 
Her laws 


were oppressive. 
The poor were sold 


for a pair of shoes and in the house of 
idolatry they d/ank the wine of the con- 
demned. 
The 
people hnd 
forgotten 


God. 
He had led them through the 


lesert and given them the land of this 
Amorite for a possession. 
Among all 


(.he families of the earth them alone had 
lie known, but they had turned against 
him and followed tiie way of strange 
gods. 
Sin is cumulative and ingratitude 


is its Dual stroke. One descends the lad- 
der round by round until he reaches in- 
gratitude; 
below this ho cannot go. 


ISuch was the condition of Israel when 
Amos arrived. 


Rut. 
there was a Zion in Jerusalem 


and a Bethel in iHamaria. where men ate 
and dr.'ink, uncaring for the great suf- 
fering world outside, and among these 
was Amnziah the priest, who was chap- 
lain to the king. 
The presence of the 


prophet wiin to him a personal annoy- 
ance, so he bore a false report to the 
king and asked that Amos be expelled 
from the country. But the king appears 
to have treated the matter with silence. 


But the priest represented the state 


church. 
He officiated 
at

king's 


chapel, while Amos was only a. dissenter.

an's Crime Age Comes 


Later Than Man's. 


BAD 
TRAITS IN SEX 


New York. June 20.—Tendencies to 


full into evil ways manifest themselves 
most in New York wutuen between their 
thirtieth and fortieth year, whereas the 
criminal activities of New York men 
show in the majority of cases between 
the age of twenty and thirty. 
This 


curious fact, for which no explanation is 
offered, appeared in the figures of the 
animal report of the board of city 
magistrates, division of Manhattan and 
the Bronx, made public by Chief Magis- 
trate William McAdoo.

WIFE fflS SHOCK 


Husband's Arrest Reveals 


Past But She Will Stick 


With Him 


AND FIGHT CHARGES 


New 
York, June 20.—The story of 


young Jacob Solomon's life, told briefly 
by the police in the magistrate's court 
at Jamaica, caused his wife to clutch her 
babe to her bosom and cry out as if 
ubout to faint. Bystanders ran to sup- 
port her. 


Though she had been married to Solo- 


mon for fire years, it was the first time, 
it was said, that the Scotch girl, for 
whom Solomon had renounced Judaism, 
had ever known that he had been in the 
Klmira reformatory or had been sought 
for the last seven years because he had 
broken his parole. 
She supposed, she 


aaid, that he was a Christian minister. 


In all that seven years, with the po- 


lice and the agents of the Prison asso- 
ciation on the lookout for him, Solomon, 
according to the etory told in court, had 
been living in or near this city, calling 
himself a worker in Protestant religious 
and charitable fields, and often visiting 
prisons and public institutions. 


His gold tooth finally betrayed him 


to Detective Ennis at R'ockawny, where 
Solomon, his wife and baby had occu- 
pied for two months a cottage on Jud- 
son avenue. 
His neighbors looked on 


him as the "Rev." Mr. Solomon and un- 
derstood 
he 
was 
representing 
the 


"I'nited Christian Church association" 


j of Baltimore. 


j 
Of late, according to the police, he had 


been collncting funde in the name o" 
the Mothers' Day Nursery and, Home 
for Destitute Chifdren of No. 1726 Lex 
ington avenue. His credentials purport- 
ed to be signed by Mrs. Mary A. Pet 
gen. bend of thnt institution. 


"Keep this from my wife—she Icnows 


nothing or my early career," he beggei 
the police- when arrested. 


According to the police Solomon was 


arrested ten years ago, when fifteen, on 
the charge of stealing a watch, was con 
victed and sent for two and a half to 
five years to Elmira, where, he won, in 
fourteen months, a parol*. which he 
broke by vanishing two months before 
the period of probation was over. 


According to Solomon's story to the 


police he is the son of Julius Solomon 
a real estate man at No. 1235 Fifty-first 
ctreet. Borough Park, Brooklyn. 
His 


parents renounced him, it in snid, when 
he gave up his Jewish faith and mar 
ried Elizabeth Orr. 


H. B. Kodgern, chief parol» agent of 


the Prison association, appeared in Ja- 
maica 
court, 
claimed 
Solomon 
and 


brought him to the Tombs prison. 


Flm wifo said she would hnv« counsel 


nnd would fight to save her husband 
from going buck to prison. 
She laid 


his arrest to th» spite of a worker at 
th« Bronx Rescue 
Mission who 
hud 


quarreled with him. 


She asserted that, so far n* she knew, 


Solomon hud lived a model life since she 
hnd known him. 
Ho wan fully author- 


ized, she said, to collect fund* for the 
Motheni' Dny Nursery.

voter and politician." unit! Miss Lepper. 
"hut it is of still more importance that 
ho should appreciate and be truined to 
perform his full share as a. producer and 
a doer of the

economically; It is also important, that 
he should understand and be litly pre- 
pared for service as n social member of 
the community." 


The speaker declared that citizenship 


is taught in the home, in the school and 
in everyday life, and said that t.he child 
who loves, honors and respects his par- 
ents and follows their advice, will also 
honor and respect the government. She 
cited numerous instances where Ameri- 
can citizens devote too much of their 
time to their own personal affairs, and 
are willing only to take notice and 
arouse themselves from their civic, slum- 
bers when some public oflicial is prose- 
cuted after graft has been uncovered. 
On the other hand, mention was made 
of the many opportunities open for boys 
and girls of this day to become good 
citi/ens and social necessities, through 
associations in school, in the home and 
in. business. In closing her address she 
f-aid;

In her remarkable record as a student 


during the four years she spent at the 
local high school, Miss Hildegarde Wag- 
enhals was selected to (ill the place of 
class valedictorian, and in her address 
last evening she demonstrated in the 
treatment of her subject, that she hon- 
orably won her place. Her theses was 
given with a superb degree of polish and 
expression, which 
brought 
much ap- 


plause from the audience. 
Her subject 


was "Motion Pictures as an Aid to Edu- 
cation." 


.Miss Wagenhals declared that there is 


a brilliant future for motion pictures in 
the sphere of education. 
She did not 


wish to convey the impression that pic- 
tures could be used exclusively as a 
means of instruction, 
but dealt prin- 


cipally with the theory of purpose in 
education along this line. She gave a 
brief summary of the evolution of the 
motion pictures, discussing the different 
uses to which they are placed, showing 
the value of them in keeping the public 
in touch with the news of the day. She 
said that there is much room for im- 
provement in the Character of pictures, 
but in this respect said: 


"It rests with us, the public, to de- 


termine whether the pictures shown in 
our midst shall have an ennobling in- 
fluence or only add one more recruit, 
and that a powerful one. to the forces 
that make for a lowering of the social 
and religious tone of the community. 
If we patronize 'the good shows it will 
encourage the exhibition of good pic- 
tures and they will win and abide. On 
the other band, if we patronize the bad 
ones, the outcome will 
be a triumph 


of the bad.

to the motion picture shows at an age 
when their 
minds are like a clean 


white sheet of paper. Will you help to 
sling a blot upon .them? 
At a time
